THE PL LIC MUSEUM. 

It is unnecessary to accept the view of a corre- 
spondent in Friday’s Post-Dispatch that the collec- 
tion of the Public Museum—-as yet only a museum 
in name—is mostly rubbish, to warn the Municipal 
Assembly against hasty action in undertaking, to 
“arry the project through as a municipal enterprise. 

The value of much of the present collection for 
museum purposes is doubtful, and a large sum of 
money would have to be supplied if a collection of 
value is to be obtained. The museum is without a 
home or any resources to devote to the construction 
of a suitable building. None of the suggested plans 
of housing it even temporarily is feasible. The 
Lindell pavilion, if its use were legal, would require 
extensive alterations to make it available. The orig- 
inal estimate for a suitable building provided for 
$1,000,000. Assuming that a fourth of that sum is 
necessary, at Jeast as much mére would be needed 
for a.colleotion of worth and an annual expenditure 
for maintenance, improvements and additions must 
be provided for. 

A good/public museum embracing al] the proper 
objects for commercial and educational. purposes 
would be of great value. But in view of the costly 
improvements now contemplated by the city and of 
the conditions which would surround a purely munfe- 
ipal project of this kind, whether the city should 
undertake to build, equip and maintain one, is a 
serious question.

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MUNICIPALIZING A BCOM. 

The experiment of “municipalizing”’ the business, 
of booming Chicago in a department at the City 
Hall, with a superintendent to be paid $10,000 a 
‘year, is against Jeffersonian principles to which St. 
Louis will still hold in this matter of booming. 

Under Jeffersonian principles no government, mu- 
nicipal or otherwise, ought to attempt to do for the 
people what the people can do as well or better for 
themselves. In the matter of booming the town, we 
will hold to this in St. Louis, but we can still wish 
Chicago joy of its proposed new departure. 

For an entire generation and part of another, vir- 
tually the whole population of Chicago has begn en- 
gaged in perverting the Jeffersonian principle of 
free individual initiative at the expense of St. Louis. 
Voluntarily, spontaneousty and seemingly with joy, 
they have concocted the continuous series of no- 
toridus ‘fictions, which only ceased to be amazing 
when they became monotonous. All were intended 
to create the unwarranted impression that Chicago 
is, for all purposes, the best place on earth, while 
many, if not most of them, were intended to con- 
vince the unwise and unthinking that St. Louis is 
one of the worst, 

Apparently exhausted and debilitated with this 
strain, Chicago now proposes to hire a single ten- 
thousand-dollar man to.manufacture and circulate 
officially and as a matter of routine, all the fictions 
which in the past have been spontaneously manu- 
factured and circulated by its entire population un- 
der free initiative. Having attempted to municipal- 
ize its street railroads and failed, it ‘will now ex- 
periment in municipalizing its boom. 

The ten-thousand-dollar man for the place ought 
to have the combined talents of Sinbad the Sailor, 
Baron Munchausen and the late Thomas P. Ochiltree. 
Even if Chicago finds him, St. Louis will view his 
municipalized efforts with calmness. We know the 
worst possible already.

Upton Sinclair, author of “The 
Jungle,’ told at a dinner in New York, 
apropos of the pure food laws, a story 
of four flies. 

“Four flies, four brother flies,’’ he 
said, ‘‘set out into the world, one sum- 
mer day, to seek their fortunes. 

“Up and down they flew, and finally, 
a window being open, they found them- 
selves in a large, delightful room. There 
was a great white table in the middle 
of the room, and on it many tempting 
viands were spread. 

The first fly, with a buzz of delight, 
settled upon a dish of lovely, amber- 
colored jam. He ate his fill. Then, with 
a low cry of agony, he expired. The 
jam, alas, was adulterated with cop- 
neras. 

‘The second fiy saw in his comrade’s 
fate a moral. Luxuries, he reasoned, 
were deadly. He would stick, there- 
fore, to the plainest, simplest things. 
And so he fell to upon a crust of bread, 
and in another moment breathed his 
last. The bread was adulterated with 
alum. 

“The third fly was so grieved over the 
fate of his two comrades that he re- 
solved to drown his sorrows in drink. 
There was a glass of beer handy. He 
settled in it greedily. But the beer was 
adulterated with cocculus indicus, and 
in less than a minute the fly, quite dead, 
floated with limp wings on the sur- 
face of the amber fluid. 

“In despair the fourth fly hid himself 
in a corner. Sorrow overpowered him. 
Large tears relled from his compound 
eyes, and, unfortunately, in this mood 
his glance fell upon a large dish of fly 
poison.

Holland Cookies. 

One quart of honey, two pounds of 
brown sugar, one quart of thick sour

Dutch Cheese With Pepper Grass. 

A new wrinkle in Dutch cheese is to 
make it this way: ; 

Let it “lobber’’ as quickly as possible 
in a warm room. To do this, pour the 
milk in rather a shallow basin and let 
stand until thick. When firm add salt 
and sweet cream to season, together 
with minced pepper grass and serve in 
small saucer, or cup with a spoon. 

Dutch Apple. Cake. 

One pint of flour. One-half teaspoon- 
ful salt, one-half teaspoonful soda, 
sifted into flour; one teaspoonful cream 
of tartar, one-quarter cup of butter, one 
egg, one scant cup of milk, four sour 
apples, two tablespoonfuls sugar. 

Mix the dry ingredients in the order 
given, rub in the butter, beat the egg; 
and mix in with the milk; then stir this 
The dough should 
be soft enough to spread half an inch 
thick on a shallow baking pan. Core, 
pare and cut four or five apples into 
eighths; lay them in parallel rows on 
top of the dough, the sharp edge down 
and press enough. to make the edge 
penetrate slightly. Sprinkle the sugar 
on the apple. Bake in a hot oven 2% or 
30 minutes. To be eaten hot, with but- 
ter, or a tea cake, or with lemon sauc? 
as a pudding. 

Sauce Hollandaise. 

Make a drawn butter, when you have 
finished take it from the fire and adi 
gradually the yolks of two eggs (beat- 
en), then add the juice of half a lemon, 
a teaspoonful of onion juice and a 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley. Serve 
with boiled or baked fish and fish cro- 
quettes. 

A Dutch Lunch. 

Dill pickles, Dutch canapes, olives. 
assorted German sausages (sliced thin 
and served on Delft platters), Dutch po- 
tato salad (hot), rye bread, pretzels, 
schmeirkase, Sweitzer, pumperknickel, 
Kolatschen, coffee. 

Dutch Cheese. 

To those who are fond of Dutch 
cheese and wBg think it a task to make 
it by the old method, all they ne:d 
do is to pour a lot of boiling water over 
the sour milk, which must be thick, but 
not old. Let it stand until cool, pour 
into an ordinary hair strainer, press out 
all the water, season with salt, pepper, 
melted butter and cream, and they will 
have a delicious dish with no trouble to 
speak of. 

Dutch Herring. 
Fried are appetizing and delicious. Buy 
the herring at a delicatessen shop, wash 
them thoroughly in cold water, four or 
five times: then lay them tin milk for 
several hours to draw off the salt, turn 
off and rerew the milk twice in five 
hours, which will be long enough for the 
herring to soak. At the end of that 
time take the fish,from their milk bath, 
wipe them dry, lay them In a little 
white wine for a few minutes, then take 
them out and dredze them with flour; 
dip each herring in a well-beaten egg, 
then in fine bread crumbs; afterward 
fry in nice smoking hot drippings and 
serve them with potatoes prepared as 
follows: ve) 

Peel equalized round German potatées, 
boil them in salted water. When nearly 
done, drain off the water, put into 
the sauce pan a good-sized piece of but- 
ter, sprinkle among the potatoes soma 
finely chopped parsley, 
shake, cover the sauce pan and let the 
potatoes cook slowly till done—but not 
until broken.
